for water treatment plant, 


‘The Boatd of Commissioners of the 
Wilmington Water and Sewer Depart- 
ment will have two articles in the 
warrant for the annual Town Meeting. 

In one article the commissioners 
will ask for a $2 million appropriation 
to erect a water treatment plant off 
Butters Row on Water Department 
property. The new plant will either be 
of conventional type, or one based on 
the new “Swedish” plan, or a com- 
bination of both 

The new “Swedish” type of water 
treatment, to eliminate iron ore, was 
tested extensively in Wilmington_last 
fall, the first such test in the United 
States. A story and pictures appeared 
in the Town Crier at that time. 


A 1973 article for water treatment 
was turned down by the voters in the 
annual meeting Since then 
Wilmington has been unable to use the 

~water from three well fields, those at 
Chestnut Street, Butters Row, and the 
Town Park, If there is a favorable 
vote in thé town meeting the new 
plant will probably be used to treat 
water from the Butters Row field and 
the Town Park, and will add about two 
million gallons of water per day to the 
available water supplies. 

Wilmington, at the present time, 
pumps three million gallons of water 
daily, an amount which is insufficient 
during the hot days of summer. 


Warrant takes shape 
with 41 articles

Sewage station

station. 

Billerica and Tewksbury have 
agreements with the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Department, and 
the MDC to use the MDC sewers, py 
means of an inlet at Woburn Street. 
There are special keys for the sewer 
mains, and trucks from those two 
towns stop in the middle of Woburn 
Street to dump septage in the sewers. 
This generally occurs during the 
hours of darkness so as to prevent 
blockage of Woburn Street to other 
traffic. There is an element of possi- 
ble accident, due to the careless driv- 
ing of autoists during the night hours. 

The installation of an off-the-street 
sewage station would both eliminate 
the possibility of night time accidents 
and enable the Water and Sewer 
Department to keep a closer check on 
trucks using the sewer mains. 

Both Billerica and Tewksbury pay 
the Town of Wilmington $10 thousand 
a year, for the service of the sewer 
main, but there can be no positive 
knowledge whether or not unauthoriz- 
ed trucks from other places are using 
the service.

It is more difficult for an elderly 
person to adjust to retirement, after 
reaching the retirement age or 
because of disability, than it is for one 
to adjust to marriage; the Rotary 
Club was told by a leading official of 
the Council on Aging, last week. 

In skirting the general issue of the 
campaign for a Drop-in Center for 
senior citizens of the town, Mrs. 
Florinda Sullivan, who chairs the 
committee did mention the loss of 
‘$80,000 of a Federal grant that would 
have supplied a day care department 
for the Drop-in Center, if it had been 
accepted last year. 

‘The Tewksbury COA has been com- 
mended by the State Department of 
Eldetly Affairs and its programs are 
“used asa pattern for other com- 
munities, she noted. 

‘There are 2300 elderly residents in 
‘Tewksbury - when one becomes: 60 
years of age, that person is designated 
as-a senior citizen and eligible for 10 
per cent discount by many business 
establishments in greater Lowell. 

Giving rise to statistics, Florinda 
told the Rotarians that 50 per cent of 
the senior citizens own their own 
homes; 63 per cent were female and 
41 per cent widows. With all of the 
discussion about elderly housing, 
Sullivan said that there are only 17 per 
cent of the elderly now residing in 
homes built for the aged on Carnation 
Drive and Livingston Street; 16 per 
cent are in nursing homes or the 
Tewksbury State Hospital. In more 
facts, Sullivamadded that 87 per cent 
are having trouble meeting their tax 
bills because of their reduced in- 
comes, with 75 per cent netting less 
than $6,000 and 71 per cent under $10,- 
000 yearly income. One of 10 in the 
1 town is considered an elderly citizen. 

By 1980 the projected figure for 
elderly in the town would be 35 per 
cent of the population instead of the 
present 10 per cent. The largest age 
group in the town is that of 45-55. 

‘The community is getting old, so is 
} the country, and the baby boom of the 
1950's is over, Sullivan told the 
Rotarians. 

Senior citizens feel that they should 
be given a financial break, what with 
their lower income, and their 
residence in the town. Many moved 
heré when the town had only 500 pop- 
ulation, and have accomplished a lot 
in building the town. With more 
authority by the COA, they have been 
getting Federal grants to assist in 
their programs for the elderly. 

In fact, Sullivan said, the State Divi- 
sion on Elderly Affairs has used the 
Tewksbury concepts as a pattern for 
other towns to follow, and they have 
devoted mare space for the town's 
program than is usually allowed other 
towns. 

The elderly are not staying stag- 
nant. They try to participate in many 
of the programs offered them. Only 
five percent are ‘home bound’, with 62

percent in good health and par- 
ticipating in programs such as bowl- 
ing, dancing, and the regular hot lunch 
and health programs offered. 

‘They have weight control clinics, 
monthly socials, guest speakers, 
classes on civic and town meetings, 
musical appreciation programs such 
as the Pops concerts, arts and 
museums. There are even college 
curricular programs. Some of the 
elderly have assisted in local work, 
such as library aides, youth 
counselling. A program of “Adopt a 
Grandchild”’ is rising with the elderly 
sitting in as step-grandparents 

Sullivan noted the loss of funds 
because of the four year delay in open- 
ing a Drop-in Center for the elderly. 
She said that such a building is 
necessary, to aid the elderly in their 
traumatic adjustment to retirement. 
Adults have their clubs to go to, so 
should the seniors. It is no enjoyment 
to be cooped up in a small two and 
one-half room apartment for those 
who live inv the elderly project. Even 
in their own homes, she has seen 
elderly sitting in their kitchens with 
the oven doors open to obtain heat. 
The people are ignoring the wants of 
the elderly. 

“Itis easier to adjust to marriage 
than to being elderly” she said. There 
are 130 applications now for the hous- 
ing projects in Tewksbury, 

She fails to see why the elderly with 
their meagre income and lonely life 
should have to contribute to the bills 
for the schools in their tax bills. 
‘There has been a 112 per cent increase 
in population since 1950 in this town. 
Why should the elderly have been 
saddled with the taxes, sell’ their 
homes, even to clear their debts? 
They want their independence, do not 
want to live on someone else's in- 
come, but remain in their own homes 

In commenting on a question about 
permitting all elderly to move in, or 
have more elderly housing, she 
answered...'‘Would the speaker like to 
move into a less than three room 
apartment after living in a huge house 
with all of their belongings? One 
can't take all of one’s furniture, ete. 
into one of those apartments.
